The search for a pollution 
solution is hitting snags. 
Industries 
complain 
that 
clean fuel and control devices 
are too costly. Times are tough. 
Why not relax air quality 
standards and let our lungs 
suffer a little? 
As a cheaper substitute and a 
way to circumvent present 
laws, major polluters like coal- 
fired electric power plants and 
steel mills are proposing to 
build 
tall 
smokestacks 
to 
disperse 
the 
pollution, 
especially sulfur dioxide. The 
stack^would be gigantic, twice 
the height of the Washington 
Monument. 
When 
adverse 
conditions like 
stagnant 
air 
developed, say these industries, 
production would be curtailed or 
the facility would switch to 
lower-sulfur fuels. 
The proposals sounds sensible 
but has dangerous loopholes. 
The most important drawback 
of dispersing pollution is the 
increased health risk from 
loading the atmosphere with 
sulfur compounds. When sulfur 
dioxide is released, especially 
from tall stacks, much of it is 
transformed to sulfates which 
are extremely dangerous to 


plant, animal, and human life. 
Sulfates can be formed hun­ 
dreds of miles from the sulfur 
dioxide pollution source.

researched book not only of the Rush County M ethodist 
churches but he has included the History of M ethodism 
dating back to 1703 when John Wesley was born in Lin­ 
colnshire, England. 
John cam e from a family of clergym en in the Church of 
England and was educated at Lincoln College, Oxford. 
After his father died, he becam e acquainted with the 
M oravians on a y e a r’s m issionary mission in Georgia. 
The next sum m er he spent in Europe, p art of the time 
with M oravians. His classm ate, George W hitefield, also 
cam e to Georgia as a m issionary. The Methodist 
m ovem ent m ay be said to have been launched at Bristol in 
1838 in England. In Europe M artin Luther gave birth to 
the Reform ation. Both wanted to get the principles of 
C hristianity back in action. 
The book contains many interesting facts. John Wesley, 
for exam ple, wrote 6,500 hymns. One was “Jesus Lover of 
My Soul.” 
His m other influenced John to accept the lay preacher 
as a part of the Methodist m ovem ent. Francis Asbury is 
the A m erican 
Dioneer 
preacher 
who 
has 
become 
renowned through the years in Indiana. 
The book explains the form ation of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Am erica, the Prim itive Methodist 
Church, the John W esley’s W esleyan Church, and the 
Bible Christians. 
Mr. Hughes interperts all these changes and splits from 
the form ality of the Original Methodist Church “as 
dem ocracy 
at 
work. 
Methodism 
is 
the 
child 
of 
irregularity.” 
The book has IO pages of photographs or sketches. The 
cover illustrates the changes in the St. Paul United 
Methodist Church from pre-1824 when the traveling 
m inister held service under a cathedral of trees. The first 
long church was built in 1824. The second in 1850 and the 
present church in 1887. The black cover has a photograph 
of the tomb of Rev. Jam es Havens 1791-1864 taken during 
a heavy snow. There are three pages of church leaders 
and five pages picturing each church in Rush County. 
The books is on sale at several stores in Rushville and at 
the Sam pler, in Homer. It was printed in 1974, but it is a 
fitting tribute to the developm ent of the religious 
m ovem ent in Rush County. Such books em phasize our 
heritage and should be added to the list of works published 
honoring the national Bicentennial Year.

Fearing a public hue and cry, 
most legislators disavowed any 
desire 
to increase the pay, 
relying upon a court decision for 
the last pay hike. However, 
increased expense allowances 
were carried as a “line-item ” in 
the new budget, receiving little 
public notice. 
Prior 
to the last 
session, 
legislators received $25 per day 
during legislative sessions for 
expenses. Recesses, not going 
beyond five days, were counted 
as 
“ leg islativ e 
b u sin e ss” 
req u iring the $25 per day 
payment. The recent session 
started to “work” January 6, 
and closed shop “sine die” on 
April 30, with no recesses of 
more than five days duration. 
Legislators received a total of 
$2,875 each for expenses during 
the 115 calendar days. 
Any traveler will be quick to 
tell you it is impossible to rent a 
motel or hotel room and pay for 
meals below $25 per day on the 
road. Few took exception to the 
increased 
allowance on 
this 
basis. However, most m em bers 
rent furnished apartm ents in 
Indianapolis 
during 
the 
sessions, starting around $225 
per month. Several legislators 
have told me they found the 
allowance more than adequate, 
and in fact, had to declare a part 
as income on tax returns when 
unable to justify deductions for 
the total. 
When a legislator is home, $60 
per w eek is perm itted for 
legislative duty expenses, now 
increased to $700. Legislative 
leaders 
receive 
additional 
expenses as well as employees. 
Many legislators psssess and 
use telephone credit cards, with 
access 
to 
WATS lines for 
unlimited calls during sessions. 
R enovation of the S enate 
cham bers provided private desk 
and office 
space 
to 
each 
m ember of the upper cham ber. 
Not to be outdone, the House 
appropriated $350,000 to rent 
space in the nearby Indiana 


S tate T eachers A ssociation 
Building for individual office 
space, a foolish expenditure., 
What does a part-tim e office, 
which will require secretarial 
help to man between sessions, 
telephones, and other equip­ 
m ent? 
Back in the adm inistration of 
Governor Ralph F. Gates, a 
single full-time attorney was 
employed, assisted by a couple 
of part time tem porary em ­ 
ployees, total make-up of a 
legislative 
bureau. 
Some 
70 
percent of all bills introduced in 
the G eneral Assembly, and an 
estim ated one-fourth of all laws 
currently in force in the state, 
were prepared, researched and 
written by the small bureau. 
In 1967, Governor Roger D. 
Branigin signed a bill creating 
the Legislative Council. It was a 
first step in increasing 
the 
im portance of the legislative 
role in state government. The 
expanded Council, m aking use 
of “law clerks” enrolled in law 
schools, was to accom plish 
much of the research for which 
law m akers had depended upon 
lobbyists to provide. 
The L egislative C ouncil’s 
budget has grown, until it now 
exceeds that allocated to the 
State 
Attorney General. 
We 
spend m ore on clerks to write 
the bills than on attorneys to 
defend the statutes. With some 
58 subjects authorized for in­ 
terim study by the last session, 
m anpower 
requirem ents 
will 
increase. 
A few of us can rem em ber 
when Congress was a ^ p a rt­ 
tim e” body, spending m ore time 
in hom e districts 
th an 
in 
Washington. Now, it is nearly 
im possible to com plete one 
session in time to start another, 
and re la te d expenses have 
skyrocketed. Quietly, the House 
g ra n te d 
an 
additional 
$10 
million per year to increase 
staff allowances for m em bers, 
and to pay cash rather than 
requiring vouchers for more 
trips to 
the home districts, 
re g a rd le ss of trav el. E ach 
representative will be perm itted 
$227,270 per year for up to 18 
employees.

Look To Welfare Of 
Middle Class: Hamilton 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Rep. 
Lee 
Hamilton, 
D-Ind., 
said 
Thursday “we had better begin 
to give special weight to the 
impact of our actions on middle 
class Americans.” 
Hamilton devoted his weekly 
newsletter 
to 
middle-class 
Americans, saying “they are 
squeezed by inflation, recession 
and high taxes. They feel that 
they are the forgotten persons 
of American politics.” 
“They point to the broad 
range of subsidies available to 
low-income families which are 
unavailable to them but are 
paid for in large measure by 
their taxes,” Hamilton said. 
"They earn too much to benefit 
from federal programs and too 
little to pay for what they need. 
They also know that the well-to- 
do often benefit from inflation 
and receive all kinds of tax 
breaks.” 
“They watch apprehensively 
as 
their 
financial 
position 
slowly erodes, and they are 
wondering 
just 
how 
much 
longer they can continue to pay 
their bills,” he said. 
“One 
symptom 
of 
the 
growing 
squeeze is that a number of 
middle-class citizens have been 
applying for food stamps, even 
though they may be uncomfort­ 
able in doing so.” 
Hamilton cited figures on 
increased 
costs 
of 
homes, 
education and taxes. 
“Home ownership is slipping 
beyond their grasp,” he said. 
“The 
promise 
of 
a 
better 
education is fading for many 
middle-class people.” 
“To make the squeeze even 
worse, middle-class Americans 
bear a heavy tax load, and 
inflation has substantially in­ 
creased the burden,” he said. 
“The 
significance 
of 
the 
financial squeeze on middle- 
income Americans cannot be 
exaggerated,” Hamilton said. 
“The 
squeeze 
is 
bound 
to 
influence their thoughts and 
actions and test their mettle, 
perhaps as much as they have 
ever been tested before.”

“They are more cost-con 
scious and conservation-min 
ded,” he said. “As consumers 
they are shopping hard for 
product quality.

Borers Attack 
Tulip Trees 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind 
The state tree of Indiana — The 
tulip tree (yellow poplar)—is 
being severely damaged by the 
Root collar borer, reports 
Donald L. 
Schuder, 
Purdue 
University 
extension 
en­ 
tomologist. 
"Both tulip trees serving as 
ornamental shade trees and 
those in woodlots are subject to 
attack,” Schuder says. 
Larval stage of the Root collar 
borer moth is the culprit. The 
larvae tunnel beneath the bark 
at the ground line, girdle the 
tree and are seldom seen. The 
common sympton usually ob­ 
served on infested tulip trees is 
the dieback and mortality of 
branches in the top of the tree. 
If the tulip tree is losing 
branches in the top, the en­ 
tomologist urges that you 
examine the trunk bark at the 
soil line. Infested trees have 
loose, checked bark which

Religious Strife Endangers 


Political Peace In Beirut

appointment of a new military 
government to quell Lebanon’s 
recurring

threatened to spark a major 
political crisis. 
Lebanon’s

But Moslem and 
leftist leaders condemned the

vowed never

Moslem parliamentary leader 
Rashid Karami termed it “a 
sad end for Lebanon.” Outgoing 
Prem ier Rashid Solh called it 
‘a serious challenge to Mos­ 
lems in Lebanon who will not 
let it pass.” 
The newspaper As Safir said 
Socialist leader Kamal Jum- 
blatt 
and 
former 
premiers 
Karami and Saeb Salam, all 
influential 
Moslem 
political 
figures, have decided to call for 
a general strike to protest the 
appointment of the military 
cabinet. 
Half 
of 
Lebanon’s 
three 
million citizens are Moslems 
and 
the 
other 
half 
are 
C hristians. 
Although 
both 
theoretically had equal footing 
in former governments, 
the 
m ilitary 
com m anders 
are 
predominantly Christian. 
Franjieh 
Friday appointed 
Noureddin Rifai, a 76-year-old 
retired general with a reputa­ 
tion for toughness, to head an 
eight-man cabinet that included 
six other generals and one 


civilian. 
The appointments followed 
four 
days 
of bloody 
street 
fighting 
between 
Palestinian 
guerrillas and rightwing Pha 
langists which left 45 dead and 
more than 200 injured. 
The much violated cease-fire 
appeared to take hold again 
after announcement of the new 
government. 
Joint army-Palestinian 
pa­ 
trols moved into hotspots and 
for the first time this week 
measure of calm returned to 
Beirut’s shattered suburbs. 
Rifai, a Moslem, said in his 
brief first statement as premier 
that members of Parliament 
“were consulted by the presi­ 
dent 
and 
all 
agreed 
on 
demanding 
a 
cabinet 
that 
secures stability and satisfac­ 
tion.” 
Asked if a military govern­ 
ment meant martial law, Rifai 
told newsmen “not yet.” 
He 
said there 
were 
no 
immediate plans to institute 
censorship or curfew restric­ 
tions. 
Lebanese 
newspapers 
said 
leftist leaders met Friday and 
would confer again today to 
formulate their reaction to the 
new government.

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1975 Maid of Cotton Kathryn 
Tenkhoff is from the “Show- 
Me” state. 
O nce so m eo n e fro m the 
“Show-Me” state has seen the 
light, look out! Such is the case 
with the 1975 Maid of Cotton, a 
Sikeston, Mo., native who has 
enthusiastically taken on the 
job of “showing” others about 
cotton. 
K athryn Tenkhoff, 22, a Uni­ 
versity of Missouri journalism 
senior, has combined her jour­ 
nalist’s search for the facts 
with her native "show-me” atti­ 
tude to find out all she can 
about the cotton industry. 
And she didn’t wait until she 
was selected. As soon as her 
Pi Beta Phi sorority sisters 
elected her to represent them 
in the selection, she took a sur­ 
vey to see what they thought 
about cotton. 
When notified that she had 
been chosen one of 20 finalists, 
K athryn made arrangem ents to 
tour the University’s Delta Re­ 
search Station at Portageville. 
These efforts paid off hand­ 
somely at a press conference 
m inutes after her selection as 
the national Maid. A reporter 
asked her if the quarantine just 
placed on Missouri cotton—due 
to a recent outbreak of pink 
bollworm —wouldn’t m ean the 
end of cotton in the state’s 
Bootheel. 
With total aplomb, K athryn 
told the reporter: “Indeed not. 
It will be an asset in the long 
run, as Missouri cottonseed 
will be certified, which guaran­ 
tees the prospective buyer that 
the seed is not infected." 
Following her first official 
appearance at Cotton Bowl ac­ 
tivities in Dallas over New 
Y ear’s, she spent the m onth of 
January learning about latest 
developm ents in cotton and re­ 
search currently in progress. 
Now she’s putting w hat she 
learned to work in “showing" 
others. At a press conference in 
W ashington, K athryn told re­ 
porters, “W hether I ’m wearing 
IOO per cent cotton clothes or 
not isn’t news. But the fact 
that the American cotton in­ 
dustry is developing a means 
to h e lp fe e d th e s t a r v i n g 


masses with protein extracted 
from cottonseed is news. 
“It’s im portant to me that 
protein from cottonseed can be 
added to a soft drink or a candy 
bar or a loaf of bread and give 
a child his full day’s require­ 
m ents of protein instead of 
empty calories,” she said. “And 
this applies to us here at home, 
too, just as much as overseas. 
Even though we probably eat 
more here in the United States 
than anywhere else in the 
world, a lot of what we eat is 
just junk and certainly not a 
balanced diet.” 
In spite of the hubbub that 
unavoidably surrounds her tra­ 
vels, Kathryn retains a sense of 
reality. In talking about her 
tour across the U.S. and to Can­ 
ada and Europe, Kathryn says, 
“Sure, it’s glamorous and fun, 
but it’s a lot of work, too. My 
job—and it is a job—is to help 
tell as many people as possible 
what the cotton industry is do­ 
ing to bring them a better way 
of life.” 
The Maid points out that 
many people think of cotton as 
being im portant only in the 
South. But she notes, “When 
things are good for cotton, 
things are good for the auto­ 
motive and equipm ent workers 
in Detroit, the bankers in New 
York, and the chemical m anu­ 
facturers in some other city. 
“Another thing a lot of peo­ 
ple don’t realize is that cotton 
research led to the develop­ 
m ent of durable press, flame 
retardant finishes, and water- 
repellent fabrics.” 
Kathryn doesn’t usually get 
into a lot of technical or eco­ 
nomic talk, but her knowledge 
covers a pretty wide spectrum . 
For instance, she recently told 
a civic club meeting about cot 
ton's importance in the inter­ 
national field: 
“Cotton and 
other agricultural exports have 
a great effect on our interna­ 
tional balance of payments. 
They are one of the few item s 
of international trade that have 
given us a credit balance in 
recent years.” 


Turning to still another area, 
she 
continued, 
“And 
w e’re 
working to help clean up the 
environm ent, too. If we can 
eradicate the boll weevil—and 
we have the means to do it 
now—it will eliminate the use 
of alm ost one-third of 
the 
chemicals presently used to 
control insects. Then we can 
make greater use of the natural 
predators of insects harm ful 
to cotton." 
Kathryn seems to have al­ 
ways been involved in one way 
or another. 
A m em ber of Who’s Who in 
American Colleges and U niver­ 
sities, she is on both the col­ 
lege yearbook and new spaper 
staffs and serves as secretary- 
treasurer of the Journalism 
Students’ Association Produc­ 
tion Board. 
She was a member of the MU 
Women’s Diving Team and has 
a love for horses. Both of these 
skills were utilized during sum ­ 
mers as a cam p counselor and 
riding and waterfront instruc­ 
tor. 
A graduate of Sikeston High 
School, she was a m em ber of 
both the m arching and concert 
bands and on the new spaper 
and yearbook staffs. She was 
also tapped for Quill and Scroll 
and the National Honor Soci­ 
ety. 
K athryn is the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Alton A. T enk­ 
hoff. H er father is a pharm a­ 
cist, and she has an older sister 
and a younger brother. 
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
